handed Secretary Daniels a confiden- 
tial memorandum which he has pre- 
pared as the basis for orders which 
will be issued to the gunners who 
have been assigned to protect Amer- 
ican merchantmen from German sub- 
marines. 


The substance of this memoran- 


dum, which will not be published 
textually, is: 


1.

CARJE OP THE SETTING HEN 


Washington, D. 
C., March 
14 
1917.—The sitting hen, which is us- 
ed most generally for incubation pur- 
poses on the farm should receive a 
certain amount of care and attention 
during the process of hatching eggs. 
To a great extent the care given a 
setting hen plays an important part 
on the number and condition of the 
chicks when hatched. With this end 
in view, the poultry specialists of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
make the following suggestions 


If several hens are sitting in the 
same room, see that they are kept 
on the nests, allowing them to come 
off only once a day to receive feed 
and water, the feed to consist of corn 
wheat, or both. 
If there are any 


that do not desire to come off them- 
selves, 
they should 
be taken off 


Hens usually return to their nests 
"before there is any danger of the 
eggs chilling, but if they do not go 
"back in half a^ hour in ordinary 
-weather, they should be put on the 
nest. Where a large number of sit 
ters are kept in one room it is ac 
-visable to let thpra off in groups o 
from 4 to R at a t'-ne. The eggs an 
nests should be -xammed and clean 
ed, removing s^1 brok'en eggs an< 
•washing those that are soiled; in th 
latter case the so-'ed nesting mater 


inside the box will look perfectly 
clear, the same as a fresh one, while 
a fertile egg will show a small dark 
spot, known as the embryo, with a 
mass of little blood veins extending 
in all directions, if the embryo is 
living; if dead, and the egg has"been 
incubated for at least 46 hours, the 
blood settles away from the embryo 
toward ^the edges of the yolk, form- 
ing in some cases an irregular cir- 
elc of blood, known as a blood ring. 
Eggs vary in this respect, some show 
ing only a streak of blood. 
All in- 


fertile o?ss should be removed at the 
first test. The eggs containing strong, 
living embryos are dark and well 
filled up on the fourteenth day, and 
show a cl-^ar, sharp, distinct line of 
demarcation between the air cell and 
the growing embryo, while dead 
germs show 
only partial 
develop- 


ment, and lack this clear, distinct 
outline.

shells—they should be tested, the 
infertile eggs and dead germs re- 
moved, and the fertile eggs put back 
under the hen. In this way it is of- 
ten possible to nut all the eggs that 
several hens originally started to 
•sit on under fewer hens and reset 
the 
others. Fnr example, 30 eggs 


are set under 3 hers at the same time 
in -under each 
At the end of'7 days 


we find on testing the eggs from all 
the hens that J 0 are infertile, which 
leaves us 20 eeqrs to reset, which we 
do bv putting them under 2 hens, 
and have the remaining hen sit over 
again after she has set only 7 days.

doubt that a merchantman assumes 
a warlike

fense or attacks." 


On the strength of this announce- 


ment, if a German submarine attacks 
an armed American ship it will be 
tantamount to attacking a warship 
or other national ship, and will 
therefore be a clear-cut legal as well 
as actual cause of war. 


The French liner, Rochambeau, 


armed fore and aft, was permitted by 
the Government to-day to clear from 
New York. 
The ship arrived last 


week, and the New York port author- 
ities reported the case to the Treas- 
ury Department, which transmitted 
the report to-day to the State De- 
partment. The report was acted up- 
on by the State Department immedi- 
ately, the New York authorities be- 
ing notified at once by the Treasury 
of the State Department's ruling. 


The Rochambeau's clearance creats 


a precedent which is expected to be 
followed hereafter in cases of mer- 
chant ships of the Entente Allies 
carrying armament in excess of that 
described in the State Department's 
formal regulations goverening the 
granting of clearance to belligerent

Little Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Dixon, M. D. LL. D. 


Commissioner of Health

Let us, therefore, stop 


to realize the necessity of laying the 
foundation for the temple of peace. 


LESSON TEXT—John 8.12, 31-37, 66-53 


(Read entire chapter). 


GOLDEN TEXT—If the Son therefore 


shall make you free, ye shall be free In- 
deed.—John 8:36. 


Teachers should sketch rapidly in a 


chronological way the events in the life 
of our Lord, (See any good harmony) 
and show that this lesson belongs to 
the period of the Galilean ministry of 
Jesus when he had gone up to Jerusa- 
lem to attend the feast of the taber- 
nacle (John 7:1-52). Let us be sure 
to load our guns with temperance am- 
munition, be familiar with facts, take 
careful aim, concentrate all we have 
to say upon one definite aim, and then 
pull the trigger e. g. be sure to shoot 
a temperance charge and make a tem- 
perance application. 


I. The Slavery to Sin. Jesus' previ- 


ous references to water (Chs. 4 and 7) 
and to bread (eh. 6) were occasioned 
by outward occurrences; so with this 
reference to light. In the treasury (v. 
30) near to Jesus as he spake were two 
colossal, golden lamp stands around 
which when lighted the people gath- 
ered with rejoicing. Amid the blaze of 
this iUumination, Jesus exclaims: "I 
am the light of the world." What is 
more beneficent than light as it re- 
veals, cheers and brings life, health 
and happiness to mankind? Without 
light there is no vision. Without Jesus 
there Is no spiritual wisdom. Without 
light we know not whither we are go- 
ing. 
Without Jesus we grope in the 


darkness. Every ray of light, of truth, 
of holiness and love comes from, him, 
for God is light, and in him is no dark- 
ness at all (I John 1:15). Some think 
that these words were occasioned by 
the onlookers, seeing what Jesus had 
written in the sand (vv. 1-11). The 
first step in the slavery of sin is blind- 
ness ; the second is habit; and the 
third is that of absolute slavery (Prov. 
5-22). Jesus was the incarnation of 
the light of God. 
We cannot coa- 


ceive of Je.sus making such an asser- 
tion as this, and bemg merely a good 
man. 


II. The Possibility of Freedom (vv. 


31-36.) 
These words were spoken to 


"those which had believed on him," and 
as the result they were to know the 
truth, and the truth should make them 
free. Knowledge and liberty come from 
a continuance (abiding) in the word of 
Go« (John 14:15; 16:12-13). Many men 
reject Jesus Christ because they claim 
they wish to have their liberty, and by 
so doing they lose their liberty. A dis- 
ciple is a learner; Jesus is the teacher;
